The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art of record is U.S. Pat. No. 6,058,417 (Hess et al. '417), in 
view of U.S. Pat. No. 7,120,608 (Gallagher et al. '608) and in further view of 
www.tomsown.comlhtmlsnippet.html (Tomsown). 

The prior art fails to teach or suggest in response to receiving the login 
information, automatically determining listings at the vending site associated with the 
seller based on the login information, wherein the listings offer goods or services for 
sale, wherein the listings are one of auctions, electronic advertisements, or classified 
advertisements. While prior art does teach various methods of listing online auctions 
and advertisements they fail to in response to changing a graphic, providing a link in the 
snippet with the changed graphic, wherein activating the link points a web browser to a 
payment enabler that can transfer money from the buyer to the seller, wherein the 
vending site is separate from the payment enabler.
